ordered 10-yard-remnant bundles for $1.00 each. They contained, 
primarily, serviceable cottons but there was always some lovely piece - 
silk, organdy or dotted swiss. The latter she transformed - by adding 
appliques, embroidery or tatting - into go-to-meeting frocks more 
beautiful than most had seen. 

During the harsh winter of '39-40 Mama performed one of her 
outstanding ‘Make and Do’ tricks. It was Saturday night. All the family 
was in bed except her. Making one last cover-check she thanked God 
that the three sleeping daughters had warm coats for the winter, But 
her only son's frayed jacket, too small and much too thin, stabbed her 
conscience. Unable to get it from her miad she silently vowed, ‘‘By 
granny, I'll make him one right now’’ and immediately attacked the 
task, 

Taking an old wool skirt which, years before, had been her 
husband's pants, she ripped and turned the garment inside out. With 
flat irons and a dampened brown bag she pressed the pieces 
thoroughly. Shifting again and again the catalog-page pattern pieces 
she cautiously cut the coat, Pulling her machine nearer the embers and 
the coal oil lamp, she sewed into the night. It was almost the beginning 
of Sunday when she finished the fingerwork and lovingly placed it b 
the boy's bed. As she laid her tired body to rest she was satisfied, 
thinking how warm and proud Bill would be with an Eisenhower jacket 
like his friends, ' 

For years the magic-maker scrounged every available guano sack 
and changed them into bed and bath linens and underwear. They were 
bleached and softened by the hot sun, the May dew, and the boiling 
black pot. When tie-dyed they became decorator fabrics for making 
SrtA, bedspreads and dressing-table skirts for her teenage 

aughters. 

e frugal lady even once used surplus burlap bags as batting 
inside old-clothes coverlets, quilting them hastily on her machine to 
warm her family of ten, : 

She was my guide when I won a 6th grade 4-H dress revue. The 
winning garment came from 25-lb, flour sacks, dyed yellow, with 
intricate drawn work for the yoke. 

After WW Il Mama’s machine had a boom time, Small printed feed 
sacks became little dresses and tiny shirts; large florals meant full 
broomstick skirts for us older girls. 

After almost 25 years my mother returned again to sewing for the 
public in the city, Soon she rediscovered the thrill of working with 
expensive fabrics, She made many bridesmaid and evenin dresses, 
and wedding gowns, adorning some with elaborate bead work, She put 
her scissors to altering a mink coat and sewing bicentennial flags for a 
plo She customized costumes for plays, cheerleading and dance 
‘routines, 

Looking upon her sewing ability as a gift from God for serving 
others, she has helped women adjust to the reality of a mastectomy by 
fliting them patiently with prosthesis bras. She has guided the ladies of 
her church in making dresses for orphans and baby gowns for overseas 
missions, She has designed and sewn special clothing for persons 
dwarfed and twisted hy accident and disease. She has honored friends’ 
requests by ma shrouds for their deceased. And even now she 
regularly supplies tiny dresses, caps and booties to the local hospital 
for dressing premature stillborn babies. " 

Through the years she’s stitched her way into the hearts of 
children - her own and others - by making enough stuffed animals to 
stock a zoo. At Christmastime assembly-line gifts roll off for her 
$0-odd family members -- BBQ aprons and mitts for men, housecoats 
for ladies, train conductor suits for young boys, puppets, crocheted 
afghans and pillows .. . the list is as endless as Pearlie’s sewing thread 
has been for most of her 80 years. 

Mama has ‘retired’ many times -- but still she sews, We keep 
urging her to slow down but I expect that she never will 'til God calls 
her home, And sometimes I wonder ifeven then she'll break the habit. 
If God calls her first, it wouldn't surprise me in the least to one aay find 
her just inside those pearly gates, with all the angels lined up, being 
fitted with new spring wings.

Holley said service industry is 
now soaring at new heights as 
opposed to manufacturing and 
smoke stack type industries. ‘‘We 
are extremely lucky to have a broad 
base in Elba,’’ Holley said, ‘‘We 
have a mix of all worlds.”’ 

According to ADO statistics, 
Coffee County had only one new 
industry in 1986 but had several 
industries to expand. The one new 
industry was Pridecraft Enterprises 
Inc. of Enterprise. Expansion of an 
industry comes by the addition of 
capital assets but does not neces- 
sarily include additional employees.

fryer chickens, cut up

1/3 C. orange juice 
1 C. fine dry bread crumbs 
1 tsp. paprika 
1 tsp. shredded orange peel 
6 Tpsp. butter : : 

Dip chicken pieces into mixture 
of egg and orange juice, then into 
mixture of bread crumbs, paprika, 
peel, and 1 teaspoon salt.

4 ozs. natural swiss cheese shredded 
(1 Cup) 
1 9-in. unbaked pastry shell 
1 7%-oz, can crab meat, drained, 
flaked and cartilage removed 
2 green onions, sliced (with tops) 
3 beaten eggs 
1 C. light cream 
1/2 tsp. salt 
1/2 tsp. dry mustard 
dash ground mace 
1/4 C. sliced almonds 
Arrange cheese evenly over 
bottom of pastry shell. Top with crab 
meat, sprinkle with green onions. 
Combine eggs, cream, salt, lemon 
peel, dry mustard and mace. Pour 
evenly over crab meat. Top with 
sliced almonds. Bake in slow oven 
(325°) for about 45 minutes or until 
set. Remove from oven and let stand

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Is there any evidence 
in Genesis fora 
*Pre-Adam’’ man? 


The idea of a race of men before Adam was originated by Dr. 
Thomas Chalmers of Edinburgh University, in 1814. He wanted to 
reconcile belief in the geological ages timetable with the Bible account 
of creation, Chalmers taught what has been called the “Gap Theory" 
of creation. According to this theory, between Genesis 1:1 and Genesis 
1:2, there is a ‘‘gap"’ of millions of years, during which time dinosaurs 
and other animals evolved, and even a ‘tpre-Adam"’ race of men could 
have lived. According tothe theory, the perfect creation of Genesis 1:2 
was destroyed by the rebellion of Satan on earth, and then man and our 
world were ‘‘re-created’’ out of the old world, 

As toa ‘tpre-Adam”’ race of men, the New Testament is clear that 
Adam was the first man. In I Cor. 15:45, Paul writes, ‘The first man 


beginning of the creation God made them male and female’’ (Mark 
10:6), Christ dates the first human couple from ‘the beginning,” that 
is, from the creation week. Not only this, but ifa ‘“pre-Adam’' world 
was destroyed because of Satan’s rebellion, then sin and death were a 
part of the world before the fall of Adam and Eve. But Paul states, “by 
man (Adam) came death, . . as in Adam all die’’ (1 Cor. 15:21-22), Sin 
and death came to the world when Adam and Eve listened to Satan, 
and disobeyed God, God's words to Adam were, ‘Because thou hast 
hearkened unto the voice of thy wife, and hast eaten of the tree, of 
which I commanded thee, saying, Thou shalt not eat of it:,.. dust thou 
art, and unto dust thou shalt return’’ (Gen, 3:17, 19). 

Genesis 1:1 reads, ‘In the beginning, God created the heaven and 
the earth,’’ The ‘'gap’’ theory says millions of years elapsed before 
Genesis 1:2, which reads, ‘‘And the earth was without form, and void: 
and darkness was upon the face of the deep. And the Spirit of God 
moved upon the face of the deep.’’ The only reason to insert this time 
period into the text is to accomodate the geological timetable, which 
some scientists say shows that the earth is billions of years old. The 
*‘gap’ theory requires a destruction of the earth so severe as to make 
the earth ‘‘without form, and void,"’ But scientists generally reject this 
type world-wide event, While the ‘‘gap’’ theory cannot supply such an 
event, the geological record is easily explained by the world-wide 
Genesis flood. And the Genesis flood does not require inserting 
billions of years into the Genesis record, or a ‘re-creation’ of the 
earth, Exodus 20:11 clearly states, ‘‘For in six days the Lord made 
heaven and earth, the sea, and all that in them is, and rested the 
seventh day."’ This leaves no room for a “gap,”

The Legislature of the State of 
Alabama has in Title Il, Chapter 52, 
Sections | through 84, and Title 41, 
Chapter 9, Section 166, of the Code 
of Alabama 1975 authorized local 
governmental units to adopt 
regulations designed to promote the 
public health, safety, and general 
welfare of its citizenry. Therefore, 
the City Council of the City of Elba, 
Alabama, does ordain as follows: 
Section B, Findings of Fact 

(1) The flood hazard areas of 
the City of Elba are subject to 
periodic inundation which results in 
hazards to property, health and 
Safety, and may disrupt commerce 
and governmental services. Also, 
this inundation can result in 
extraordinary public expenditures 
for flood protection and relief and 
impairment of the tax base which 
adversely affect the public health, 
safety and general welfare, 

(2) These potential flood 
losses are caused by the cumulative 
effect of obstructions in floodplains 
causing increases in flood heights 
and velocities, and by the occupancy 
in flood hazard areas by uses 
vulnerable to floods or hazardous to 
other properties which are 
inadequately elevated, flood-proofed 
or otherwise protected from flood 
damage, 

Section C, Statement of Purpose 

Itis the purpose of this ordinance 
to promote the public health, safety, 
and general welfare and to minimize 
public and private losses due to flood 
conditions in specific areas by 
provisions designed to; 

(1) restrict or prohibit uses 
Which are dangerous to health, 
safety and property due to water or 
erosion hazards, or which result in 
damaging increases in erosion or in 
flood heights or velocities; 

(2) require that uses vulner- 
able to floods, including facilities 
which serve such uses, be protected 
against flood damage at the time of 
initial construction; 

(3) control the 
natural floodplains, stream 
channels, and natural protective 
barriers which are involved in the 
accomodation of flood waters; 

(4) control filling, grading, 
dredging and other development 
which may increase erosion or flood 
damage, and; 

(S) prevent or regulate the 
construction of flood barriers which 
will unnaturally divert flood waters 
or which may increase flood hazards 
to other lands,

NOTICE 


A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


Relating to Coffee County; 
authorizing the Coffee County 
Commission to levy an additional 
county privilege, license, or excise 
tax on the sale, distribution, storage, 
use or other consumption of tobacco 
and certain tobacco products in such 
county; providing for the collection 
and enforcement of the tax, and 
distribution of the proceeds therefor; 
providing for an advisory 
referendum on the issue of adding 
such additional county tax; pre- 
scribing misdemeanor penalties 
against those who violate the 
provisions of this act; and construing 
that the provisjons of this act are 
cumulative, 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. The Coffee County 
Commission is hereby authorized to 
impose upon every person, firm, or 
corporation who sells, stores, 
delivers, uses or otherwise consumes 
tobacco or certain tobacco products 
in Coffee County a county privilege, 
license or excise tax in the following 
amounts: 

(a) Five cents ($0.05) for each 
package of cigarettes, made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

(b) Two cents ($0.02) for each 
cigar of any description made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor, 

(c) Two cents ($0.02) for each 
sack, can, package, or other 
container of smoking tobacco, 
including granulated, plug cut, 
crimp cut, ready rubbed, and other 
kinds and forms of tobacco which are 
prepared in such manner as to be 
suitable for smoking in a pipe or 
cigarette. 

(d) Three cents ($0.03) for each 


sack, plug, package, or other 
container of chewing tobacco, which 
tobacco is prepared in such manner 
as to be suitable for chewing only 
and not suitable for smoking as 
described in subsection (c) of this 
section. + 

(e) Three cents ($0.03) for each 
can, bottle, glass, tumbler package, 
or other container of snuff made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

Said privilege, license or excise 
tax shall be in addition to all other 


federal, state or local taxes 
heretofore imposed by law. 
Provided, however, when the 


license tax hereby required to be 
paid shall have been paid by a 
wholesaler or seller of cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products, such payment 
shall be sufficient, the intent being 
that such license tax hereby required 
to be paid shall be paid but once on 
each package of cigarettes and on 
each cigar. 
Section 2. (a) Upon adoption of a 
resolution by the Coffee County 
Commission, every person, firm, 
corporation, club, or association that 
sells or stores or receives for the 
Purpose in Coffee County any 
cigarettes, cigars, snuff, smoking 
tobacco and like tobacco products 
shall add the amount of the license or 
privilege tax levied and assessed 
erein to the price of the cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco 
products, it being the purpose and 
intent of this provision that the tax 
levied is, in fact, a levy on the 
consumer with the person, firm, 
corporation, club or association, who 
sells or stores or receives for the 
Purpose of distributing the cigar- 
ettes. cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco 
and like tobacco products, acting 
merely as agent for the collection of 
the tax. The dealer, storer, or 
distributor shall state the amount of 
the tax separately from the price of 
the cigarettes, cigars, snuff, 
smoking tobacco and like tobacco 
products, on all price display Signs, 
sales or delivery slips, bills and 
Statements which advertise or 
indicate the price of the cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products, 

(b) Prior to adopting such 
resolution provided for in Section 2 
(a), the said commission shall first 
call for a non-binding advisory 
referendum on the question of 
imposing the additional county tax 
on ‘cigarettes and tobacco products 
as described by this act. Said 
election shall be held and conducted 
as nearly as possible in the same way 
as county-wide elections and shall be 
held on the same day as the next 


Special, primary, state or county- 
wide election, next following 
passage on this act. Notice of the 
election shall be given by the judge 
of probate of Coffee County, which 
notice shall be published once a 
week for three successive weeks 
before the day of the election. On 
the ballots to be used at the election, 
the proposition to be voted on shall 
be stated substantially as follows: 
“Do you favor the local law levying 
an additional cigarette and tobacco 
products tax? Yes( ) No( )," 
Section 3. It shall be unlawful for 
any dealer, storer or distributor 
engaged in or continuing in Coffee 
County in the business for which the 
tax is hereby levied to fail or refuse 
to add to the price and collect from 
the purchaser the amount due on 
account of the tax herein provided or 
to refund or offer to refund all or part 
of the amount collected or absorb or 
advertise directly or indirectly the 
absorption of the tax or any portion 
thereof. Any person, firm, 
corporation, club or association 
violating any of the provisions of this 
section shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
shall be fined not more than one 
shundred dollars ($100.00) or 
imprisoned in the county jail for not 


more than sixty. days or both such 
fine and imprisonment.

Coffee County Firefighters Associa- 
tion Incorporation, for funding 
county wide fire protection. 

(b) For any member fire depart- 
ment of the Coffee County 
Firefighters Association to receive 
any type of funding that might be 
acquired by the Association or 
mandated by law or appropriated to 
the Coffee County Firefighters 
Association, each member fire 
department of said Association must 
meet certain standards and criteria. 
Eligibility of member fire 
department for any type of funding 
that may be acquired in any way by 
the Association is strictly contingent 
upon compliance with these criteria, 
which are set out below:

4. Member fire department must 
be a certified fire department, with 
the Alabama Forestry Commission 
and or the State of Alabama. Any 
new departments will have a one (1) 
year probation period to become 
certified.

(1) year will void funding through the

incorporated, or fall under the 
jurisdiction of a municipality, must 
be organized with a Constitution and 
Bylaws on file.

products until the board’s action at 
the regylar monthly meeting on 
Tuesday night, May 12. 

Supt. of Education Clayton 
Bryant reported the State Board of 
Education will discuss a resolution to 
prohibit tobacco use on all school 
campuses and at its recent meeting 
recommended local boards across 
the state adopt and enforce the 
policy for all students, faculty 
members and support personnel. 

The county board members dis- 
cussed the proposed policy at length 
prior to adopting the controversial 
issue, and during the discussion 
agreed that repeated failure to follow 
the policy could result in dismissal. 
All members agreed that the school 
principals would have to enforce the 
policy and hold conferences with any 
teachers not obeying the policy. The 
board would become involved only 
after repeated refusal to follow the 
principal’s warnings. 

The meeting began at 5:30 p.m. 
at the Board of Education office in 
Elba and after routine approval of 
minutes of the previous meeting 
turned to what was a lengthy 
agenda. 

The business of personnel was 
discussed in an executive session, 
and after opening the meeting to the 
public the board took action on a 
number of items involving renewal of 
teachers’ contracts, 

The board voted to send non- 
renewal notices to five teachers in 
the system, with all teachers being 
temporary or non-tenured, and also 
voted not to renew contracts of two 
lunchroom workers, one teacher’s 
aide and one custodial worker. 

The board sent non-renewal 


notices to seven non-tenured bus 


vers, but reported all could be 
‘rehired this fall as soon as new bus 
routes are worked out in connection 
with the much publicized posting of 
inadequate bridges in the county. 

Supt. Bryant stated the county 
commission wasn’t sure how many 
county bridges would not meet 
Specifications required to allow the 
passage of buses, and only after the 
county was able to identify the sub- 
Standard bridges would it be 
possible to reroute the buses. 

The board discussed the Dillard 
case, a lawsuit filed to force the 
board to discontinue the selection of 
members using an at-large method, 
and was told that the Coffee County 
Democratic Conference had passed a 
resolution in which it stated it would 
seek the courts to force the board to 


Commission splits on road paving projects 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
May 11, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and by a vote of 4-3 
agreed to borrow money to pave two 
county roads that have been worked 
up and are ready for paving. 

Roads to be paved are the Wren 
Strickland Road and the Harold 
Godwin Road, both approximately 
1,2 miles in length, at an estimated 
cost of $60-70,000. 

It was brought up at the monthly 
meeting that the Wren Strickland 
Road was ready for paving and the 
Harold Godwin Road was also ready 
and it was suggested that both roads 


be paved before the work to get the 
roads ready was wasted. 

The commission stated the 
Godwin Road had to be paved to 
complete an agreement with the Soil 
Conservation Service, which did 
extensive work on a gully threaten- 
ing the road, with the understanding 
the commission would pave the road 
when the project was completed, 

While commissioners agreed the 
Godwin Road should be paved, the 
discussion on the paving of the Wren 
Strickland Road drew varied 
opinions, It was stated at the 
meeting that the state was to provide 
the funds to pave the road and the

Kinston man guilty of sexual abuse 


An 8-woman, 4-man jury 
deliberated for over eight hours last 
week before returning a verdict of 
guilty against a Kinston man 
charged with first-degree sexual 
abuse involving a 4-year-old boy, 

Durward Brasher, age 60, was 
arrested in May, 1986, on the charge 
and was also charged with sodomy. 
A mistrial was declared on the 
sodomy charge after the jury failed 


to reach a verdict, 

Circuit Judge Gary McAliley 
stated that Brasher faces a penalty of 
2 to 20 years in prison and a $10,000 
fine for the sexual abuse charge and 
also faces sentencing under the 
habitual offender act because of a 
1970 conviction in Houston County 
for ‘enticing a child under the age of 
16 to enter a house for immoral 
Sexual purposes,’ 
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county got the road ready for paving 
and settled a dispute with a 
landowner concerning the path of the 
roadway. Following the preparation 
by the county, the commission was 
told the funds were no longer 
available and the county put the 
project on hold. 

The commissioners stated they 
were told that the funds were 
available at the state and all that was 
needed was necessary paperwork 
from the county engineer; however, 
when the paperwork apparently 
never arrived the funds were given 
to another project, 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan 
asked the commission to earmark a 
portion of the county’s share of the 
countywide sales tax to cover the 
cost of paving the two roads; 
however, Commissioner Billy 
Eagerton disagreed and stated there 
were county roads in need of 
resurfacing now, and since the 
county was already in debt he 
opposed borrowing the funds and 
earmarking the tax money, 

Commissioner Sid Averett was 
very vocal in his opposition to the 
paving of the Wren Strickland Road, 
Stating it Was wrong to pave a road 
with only ‘‘three houses’’ when 
there were a number of county roads 
that needed paving with much larger 
populations. 

Commissioner Bill Faulk said 
that since the road had already been 
worked up he would go along with 
the paving, but declared, ‘'I feel we 
got hoodwinked," 

Commissioners Eugene Bradley, 
Damascus Crittenden, Jimmy Bryan 
and Bill Faulk voted to pave the two 
roads, while Robert Stephens, Billy 
Eagerton and Sid Averett opposed 
the project. The commission agreed 
to send out invitations to bid on the 
project, with the vote also being 4-3, 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton 
reminded the commission that while 
it was earmarking tax money it 
should remember that 50 percent of 


rs 
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the revenue was already earmarked 
to go toward paying off the county’s 
debt, and Commissioner Sid Averett 
recalled the commission also 
promiced to hold back 20 percent of 
the tas monies to go into a fund for 
the eventual construction of a new 
county health department building. 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan 
Stated that after the earlier 
agreements there was still 30 
percent left and that 30 percent of 
approximately $300,000 would 
amount to $90,000, which was more 
than enough to do the paving. 

After a lengthy discussion on the 
matter of road paving, Commis- 
sioner Averett declared it was time 
to do something about hiring an 
engineer and made a motion to offer 
the position to Mark Poole, the 
county engineer at Wilcox County 
who had interviewed earlier with the 
commission, Commission members 
agreed 5-2 to offer the position to 
Poole, with Bryan and Bradley 
voicing opposition. 

In other business at the monthly 
meeting, the commission: 

***split a contract for purchasing 
road materials between S&C Paving, 
Couch Concrete and Wiregrass 
Construction; 

***was told there were no responses 
to invitations to bid on a rotary tiller 
for use by the highway department; 
***reappointed The Peoples Bank 
and Coffee County Bank as county 


depositories for the revenue 
commissioner's office; 
***finalized a $434,991 grant 


application to expand rural water 
systems in the county, with the 
individual systems to pick up the 
local share of $87,198; 

***agreed to overhal an old truck 
used by the maintenance department 
rather than buy a new truck, as 
mentioned; and 

***stated the next commission 
meeting would be held on Tuesday, 
May 26, due to the Memorial Day 
holiday on May 25, 
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expand to seven members and elect 


the members using a district 
method, 
The conference also stated it 


would ask the courts to adopt the 
district lines used in electing county 
commission members .in an attempt 
to establish a ‘‘safe’’ black district 
that was at least 65 percent black. 

Supt. Bryant told the board he 
had asked the demographer 
employed by the county to meet with 
a representative of the Alabama 
Democratic Conference to express 
the concerns of the board. Bryant 
reported the state doubted the 
county could divide the county into 
five districts and have a ‘‘safe’’ 
district, but told the board members 
the demographer would attempt to 
divide the county and assure a 
“safe’’ district.

Accidental shooting takes life 


of 14-year old Kinston youth 


A 14-year-old Kinston youth died 
Sunday afternoon, May 10, at 
approximately 12:37 p.m. after being 
accidentally shot in the head the day 
before at a Kinston residence. 

Coffee County Chief Deputy Tom 
Weeks reported he received a call at 
3:15 a.m. on Saturday, May 9, and 
was notified that a Kinston youth 
identified as Steven James Harrison 
had been shot. The victim was taken 
to an Opp hospital and later 


transferred to a Dothan hospital; 
however, efforts to keep the young 
boy alive were futile, and he died 
approximately 33 hours following the 
shooting. 

Weeks stated that Harrison was 
one of three boys camping out Friday

night, May 8, and said that the trio 
apparently changed their plans 
during the night and returned to one 
of the boys’ homes. ; 

The boys reportedly heard a 
sound outside the home during the 
night and Randy Harrison, the 
16-year-old cousin of the victim, got 
ahandgun. The older Harrison was 
reportedly trying to see if the gun 
was loaded when he tripped and the 
gun discharged, and the victim, who 
was sitting in.a chair in the home, 
was hit in the forehead. 

The victim was an eighth-grader 
at Kinston High School and was 
remembered by teachers as a quiet, 
polite young man who never caused 
trouble.

Four arrested on drug charges 


What started as the simple 
execution of a search warrant turned 
into a day-long stake-out at a rural 
Coffee County residence last week 
and resulted in the arrest of a Coffee 
County man, two Opp residents and 
a Florida woman on a number of 
drug-related charges, 

Coffee County Deputy Sheriff 
Buddy Ammons reported that he and 
Covington County Sheriffs Dept. 
Chief Deputy Bill Shaw had been 
follo' ‘ng the activities at a home in 
the Brooklyn Community for a period 
of two weeks, and on Tuesday, May 
5, acquired a search warrant to 
examine the residence, 

On Wednesday, May 6, the law 
enforcement officers executed the 
Warrant at 7 a,m., and after finding a 
controlled substance believed to be 
marijuana arrested a woman at the 
home. The woman, identified as 
Lisa Stanley, age 26, of Pensacola, 
Fla,, was charged with violation of 
‘the Alabama controlled substance 
‘et and taken to the Coffee County 
sail, 

Deputy Ammons Stated 
numerous phone calls were left 
unanswered for many hours du-‘ng 
the stake-out; however, the decision 
was made to answer the telephone in 
an attempt to identify possible 
buyers, and two Opp men were 
arrested when they arrived to 
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purchase goods. The Opp men were 
identified as Tommy Norris, age 41, 
and Larry Jowers, age 36, and both 
were charged with conspiring to 
possess marijuana. 

A man identified as Benny Doyce 
Skinner, age 29, who lived in the 
home, reportedly returned to the 
residence at approximately 8:30 
p.m., and after apparently noticing 
the law enforcement cars, left the 
area at a high rate of speed. Police 
departments in Opp, Kinston and 
Elba were issued an alert to be on 
the lookout for the fugitive and he 
was apprehended a short time later 
by Coffee County Sheriff Brice Paul 
near the Fairview Community, 

A search of Skinner's vehicle 
revealed nothing, but the man was 
charged with felony possession of 
marijuana and placed n the Coffee 
County County Jail under $15,000 
bond. 

During the search of the Skinner 
home, authorities discovered 
marijuana paraphernalia, a ledger 
book with apparent customers and 
phone numbers, and a number of 
guns, 

Aiding the Coffee County 
Sheriff's Dept. with the arrests were 
Deputy Sheriff Bill Shaw, Sheriff 
Don Harrell and Deputy Nicky 
Carnley, alt from the Covingte 
County Sheriff's Dept. 
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
